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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art of record 
Clapper, Jr U.S. Pat. No. 5,928,082 discloses an electronic device that generates a 
combination voucher ticket and game ticket, and in some embodiments is capable of 
displaying a promotional sweepstakes game for which the game ticket applies. 
Izawa, Teru discloses a bill discharge machine for containing and also discharging bills, 
bank notes or quarantee paper sheets such as printed script or coupons issued by a 
game place is added to a game machine. 

However, neither Clapper nor Izawa fails to anticipate or render obvious the recited 
feature: 

As per claims 1 and 6 " if said voucher is verified, crediting the number of credits which 
the voucher represents for use at said gaming machine; accepting one or more of said 
credits as a wager for said redeemable play of a game presented by said gaming 
machine; debiting a number of credits from said credited number of credits based upon 
the number of credits used to place said wager; and presenting gaming play of said 
game on said gaming machine upon placing of said wager, wherein depending upon 
one of a winning outcome and a losing outcome, adding and subtracting credits from 
the credited number of credits, respectively".
